Milllons of Daollars Asked for on Account of
Indian Depredations.

Assistant Attorney General Charles B,
Howry and his assistant, Judge 8. W. De
Witt, of Washington, D, C., are at the Pax-
ton, where they have beéen Investigating
clulms against the government for Indian
depridations committed In this section of
the counlry years ago.
